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THE Supreme Court did not announce its decision 
in the Cadet Engineer cases on Monday last. It 
will in all probability be handed down on Monday 
next. 





THERE is but one vacancy on the disability retired 
list of the Army. This, 1t is understood, will not 
be filled until the retiring board has been heard 
from in Lieutenant SIMPSON’S case. 





THE Army officers and employees stationed in 
New York City are generally much pleased with 
the prospect of a new ‘‘ Army Building” in a more 
suitable location than the present rented structure 
on the corner of Houston and Greene streets. The 
purchase of such a building has been agitated for 
several years, but never approached so near realiza- 
tion as now. Both Houses have passed the bill for 
the purchase of the Produce Exchange. 








OrpDERS will be issued in a few days for the U. 
8. S. Despatch to sail from New York for Key West. 
She will carry with her a supply of service tor- 
pedoes, targets, and other necessaries to be used by 
the vessels of the North Atlantic Squadron in the 
drill which is to be held in Tampa Bay. The Ten- 
nessee is expected to arrive there early in February 
and the vessels of the squadron will follow. The 
Despatch is to join the squadron and will participate 
in the drill. 








THE report of the Army and Navy Fortification 
Board has been printed and only awaits transmis- 
sion to Congress to become public. It is understood 
that the report calls for an appropriation of $21,- 
000,000 for the erection of gun foundries and for 
material to commence the work of heavy gun con 
struction. To thoroughly equip the Army and 
Navy with heavy guns, and to place our coasts and 
harbors in an impregnable condition, it is estimated 
that the large sum of $126,000,000 will be required. 








SoME little uneasiness seems to exist among the 
eommissary sergeants of the Army because that 
portion of Senator LoGan’s bill, 777, relating to the 
pay of enlisted men, classifies them among the regi- 
mental non-commissioned staff, and fixes their pay 
at $23 per month, whereas the present rate is $34 
per month. We may state that this error (as error 
it undoubtedly is) occurred in the bill as introduced 
in previous years, but was afterwards duly rectified, 
when up for discussion, and a similar result will 
follow should the present bill, 777, be further con- 
sidered. 








THE force in the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair in the Navy Department is busily engaged in 
the preparation of detailed plans for the four new 
naval vessels for which appropriations were made, 
as recommended by the Board on additional vessels. 
The Bureaus of Steam Engineering and of Ordnance 
have charge of the branches of the work that belong 
to them. It is expected that the plans will be com- 
pleted in about two months, and the construction of 
the vessels can be begun. It is understood that 
proposals will be advertised for their construction. 








Some of the New Londop papers have found in 
the severity of the recent storm, and in the dip- 





theria on the New Hampshire, reasons for hoping 
that the Naval Traininz Station may be removed 
from Newport to New London. Commodore LUCE, 
however, says that no such change will be made, 
and added, to a reporter who inquired into the 
matter, ‘‘ Diptheria was brought to the New Hamp- 
shire, as Iam informed, by a new boy, just from 
home, and three cases have been sent up to the 
vacant building in the rear of the War College to 
prevent the spread of the disease. The building is 
dry, heated by steam, and very comfortable for the 
purpose for which it is used. The boys—the dip- 
theretic cases—are doing well.” 








In comparing the treatment by law of the enlisted 
men of the Army and those of the Navy, one can 
hardly fail to be struck with the greater privileges af- 
forded to the soldiers. The law retiring the enlisted 
men of the Army after 80 years of service with three- 
quarters pay, the establishment of the deposit sys- 
tem with interest, and the provision for post schools 
and libraries are among the most prominent of 
these. In addition may be mentioned the greater 
liberality in admissions to the Soldiers’ Homes and 
the more generous privileges afforded there. The 
regular Soldiers’ Home at Washington, originally 
created as the Military Asylum, like the Volunteer 
Soldiers’ Homes, places far lvss restriction upon ad- 
mission than the Naval Asylum. This liberality 
on the part of the Volunteer Soldiers’ Home extends 
to seamen who served during the late war, and the 
singular fact exists that by law seamen of our naval 
Service can enter these Soldiers’ Homes who, by re- 
gulation, are barred out of the Home of their 
own Service, unfortunately known as the Naval 
Asylum. The limited space at the Nava! Asylum 
causes this discrimination and prevents the adop- 
tion of more generous rules for entry. 





CuieF NAvAL ConstTrucTOoR T. D. WILSON 1s de- 
sirous of having designs for the seven new naval 
vessels, recommended to be constructed by him in 
his annual report, in readiness to submit to the 
Congressional Naval Committees in case there 
should be any desire manifested for their con- 
structior. or even a consideration of the subject. 
On account of the pressure of business in the 
Bureau of Construction of the Navy Department, the 
work cannot be carried on there, but he has sent in- 
structions to the naval constructors stationed at 
various Navy-yards to have prepared plans, specifi- 
cations, and models of the proposed vessels. Con- 
structor Pook, at the New Yurk Navy-yard, has 
charge of the plans for an unarmored cruiser of 
2,000 tons displacement, and of an 800-ton training 
vessel. There. are two of the latter kind recom- 
mended to be built. The plans for the armored 
cruiser of 7,500 tons displacement will be prepared 
by Constructor MINTONYE at the Portsnouth, N. H., 
yard, and for the unarmored cruiser of 3,600 tons 
displacement by Constructor WEBB at Boston. Con- 
structor STEELE, at the League Island yard, will 
prepare the plans for the 2,400-ton unarmored steel 
cruiser, and Assistant Constructor FEASTER, at the 
Mare Island yard, those of the 5,000-ton belted 
cruiser. It is thought that these plans will not be 
completed inside of three or four months. 








MARSHALL Parks, of Norfolk, in a recent letter 
on ‘*Coast Defence” to the Industrial South, 
says: ‘‘As yet nothing has been done looking to 
the protection of the,OGhesapeake from inyasion, 





Fortress Monroe and Fort Wool (Rip Raps) are re- 
lied upon to defend the Navy-yard at Portsmouth, 
the city of Norfolk, James River, and our State 
Capital (Richmond), as well as Baltimore and Wash- 
ington. Fort Wool is incomplete and never will be 
finished. Modern guns and ships rendering it use- 
less, we must rely upon the torpedo and improved 
ordnance for our security. As the Rip Raps is an 
artificial island of no value, would it not be well to 
remove it to a point half-way between Cape Charles 
and Cape Henry, on the shoal known as the Middle 
Ground, using its granite as a foundation for the 
erection of a steel-clad fort with all the modern 
improvements, including a torpedo station, which 
could be duplicated on Cape Henry, to command 
the approach of all vessels from the ocean? Lynn- 
haven River, so celebrated for its fine oysters, 
would make an admirable rendezvous for these 
boats, as it is entirely landlocked and would be a 
safe harbor at all times for such small craft ; be- 
sides, a short canal from Linkhorn Bay to Bach 
Bay would make a continuous water way to Curri- 
tuck and Pamlico Sounds with little cost, and this 
inland channel might be extended to Florida; 
thereby making an inside water route from New 
York, passing through Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
to the extreme South—free from the perils of the 
sea, and safe at all times for the transportation of 
munitions of war, provisions, and the products of 
the adjacent country, and enabling a concentration 
of torpedo boats at any point on the coast to pro- 
tect our seaboard cities.” 








A DESPATCH from Washington represents Secre- 
tary WHITNEY as making the following statement in 
regard to the Dolphin: ‘‘ The talk with reference to 
the Dolphin doubtless arises from the proposition 
made by the contractor a good while ago that we 
should make an effort to arbitrate, and in that way 
arrive at som? common ground with regard to the 
facts. We are now considering it, and I am disposed 
to do it if itcan be done. It will be seen by looking 
at my report that the action of the contractor in 
fixing up.the boat after she was submitted to the 
Department for acceptance removed a great many of 
the grounds of criticism that were made by the Ex- 
amining Board. I summarized the matter in my 
report, and showed substantially what points were 
unsettled. If we can agree upon a board of tech- 
nical men that both sides would have confidence in 
to make another examination of the Dolphin to de- 
termine the money value of the differences between 
us, it is precisely what a private individual would 
doin a similar case. We have not reached any con- 
clusion yet, but we may very soon. It is proper to 
say that most of the statements that have been cir- 
culated with regard to the recent trial trip of the 
vessel were erroneous. She did not encounter any 
very unusual weather. The reports about her being 
in a gale of wind blowing 70 miles an hour are not 
true. Nosuch gale occurred during the trip, nor 
did she make the 15 knots as has been published. 
Her time between landmarks, when she was running 
for speed, was about 14 knots, and her log showed 
less than that. I find I have not asked for any re— 
ports in regard to the trial, but there is no substan- 
tial disagreement between her commanding officer 
and the technical experts on board on the import- 
ant points asI understand them. They did not 
agree about everything in conversation, but there 
are no very important {disagreements so far ac} 
know.”

THE SIGNAL CODE. 


OFFICE OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER, i 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 16, 1886. 


WE have to report that careful tests were made to deter- 
mine whether the American Morse code now used on 
commercial and military telegraph lines could be success- 
fully used for flag and torch si; i . 

It was found that at short distances and with oxners aig. 
nalers this code could be used with greater speed than the 
present so-called General Service (Myer) code, and with one 
accuracy in transmission; but at long distances the liability 
toerror arising from the “spaced letters” in the le 
came plainly greet and our opinion is, that on account 
of these spaced letters the American Morse code can never 
be successfully adapted to wy H- torch signals in the 
General Signal Service of the Army and Navy, where the 
operations of signalling are, of necessity, so frequently en- 
trusted to officers and men who are not professional or ex- 
pert signalists. 

After the most thorough consideration of the various 
codes used in commercial and military signalling we have 
the honor to recommend, as follows: 

(a). That for General Service signalling in, and between, 
the Army and the ‘Navy, the code known as the “ English 
Morse ” (or ** Morse Continental”) be authorized and adopted 
for use with all means of signal communication, except on 
the military and field electric telegraph lines of the Army, in 
the operation of which the American Morse is now in use 
and should continue to be so used as long as the commercial 
telegraph lines use that code. 

In flag and torch signuls, a front motion should be made 
between words; the ih should be made to the left of the 
sender, the dot to the right. With ep and other flash 
signal apparatus, the signals should be made exactly as with 
the Morse key on the electric telegraph. 

(b). That the use of any other code than the above be pro- 
hibited in the Military and Naval Services of the United 


States. 

(c). That there shall always be on duty,if possible, with 
each naval vessel, and with each separate command of one 
company, or more, in the Army, at least two signalmen who 
are sufficiently expert to send or receive accurately any mes- 
sage, whether it be transmitted by visual signals in the 
**English Morse” or by the electric telegraph in the * Ameri- 
can Morse” code. The importance of this§ cannot be over- 
estimated. : 

The leading reasons for adopting the English Morse code 
for General Service signalling are as follows : 

(1). Itis as simple as the General Service code now in use, 
being a code of but two elements, and is much better ar- 
ranged to suit the relative frequency of the letters of the 
English alphabet than the General Service code, and also re- 
quires fewer signals to represent all the letters of the alpha- 
bet once. It therefore permits a slightly higher rate of speed 
in signalling than the General Service code. 

(2). No person in the military service will be required to 
learn more than one code (the English Morse), except the 
officers and men of on Signal Cor 7 = the Army and the 
the signalmen specified in paragraph (c). 

(3). This code Vche English Morse) is used in the English 
and European countries and armies, both in visual signalling 
and on the military and commercial electric telegraphs. It 
is also believed to be used to a considerable extent in the 
telegraphic services of Canada and the provinces, as well as 
in the countries, of Central and South America, and is be- 
ginning to be used somewhut in the United States. It would, 
therefore, be possible in time of war to secure at oncea 
large number of persons who already knew the code and 
who with very little aes oe employed in the Gen- 

Signal Service of our military forces. 
orn. ifteen letters of the English Morse code are exactly 
like the same letters in the American’ Morse code ; thus mak- 
ing it a very simple and easy matter for any American Morse 
operator toJearn the English Morse, either for use in visual 
or electric signals. As the English Morse code is simpler, it 
is only a question of time, in our opinion, when it will super- 
sede the American Morse code on all commercial lines in 
is country.

Those who have looked 
over the situation claim about five majority in the 
Senate. 

The only business transacted by the Senate Naval 
Committee this week was the adoption of favorable 
reports upon bills 8. 367, to retire Lieut. Wm. P. 
Randall as a lieutenant commander, and S. 570, to 
increase the retired pay of Asst. Eng. Jabez Bur- 


chard. 

House bill 1101, to place Gen. Pleasonton on the 
retired list of the Army with the rank of major gen- 
eral, has been repo upon adversely by the House 
Military Committee. . 

The bill for the relief of Maj. Wm. P. Chambliss 
bas been reported favorably. Messrs. Steele, Finley 
and n have been a sub-committee to take into 
cousideration all bills providing for the restoration 
of dismissed officers to their former positions in the 


Army. 

The bill providing for the appointment of West 
Point uates as additional 2d lieutenants until 
vacancies occur is now well onthe way toward be- 
coming a law, and we believe we are safe in expect- 
ing that this will be among the first military meas- 
ures to go on the statute books this year. A favora- 
ble report was made on the bill by Senator Sew- 
ell on Tuesday, and its passage by the Senate is 
looked for within the next week ortwo. In their 
report on the bill the Senate Military Committee 
embodies copies of letters from the Secretary of 
War and Adjutant General, in which itis shown 
how many vacancies there will probably be in June 
next when the big class of this year graduates, and 
other statistics which are shown in the following ab- 
stract of the committee's report : 

“‘1t will be seen that by the customs of the Service 
until within a few years it has been the practice to 
consider graduates from West Point as being in, and 
belonging to, the Army, and at the endof three 
months’ leave of absence, immediately following 
graduation, were assigned to duty. 

As stated by the Adjutant General of the Army 
under the act of July i. 1878, and by the decision of 
the 2d Comptrol'er, as set forth in the case of Cadet 
Rodman and in other cases, graduates of the Mili- 
tary Academy who are not at once, or soon after 
graduation, appointed to the Army are practically 


out of the Service. 

The class to be graduated this year is one of the 
largest and most efficient that has been sent out of 
the Avademy, and in all probability, there will bean 
excess of the vacancies then ae in the Army 
under the law, of about twenty-eight. 

It is to the interests of the Service that these young 
men, whom the country has educated, shall be re- 
tained therein and be assigned to duty in the differ- 
ent regiments.”

JANUARY 16, 1886. 


THE ball still rolls on, and joy is unconfined. Last 
night the ladies of the post gave a Mother Goose 
party at the rink which was argely attended by 
parties from both Bismarck and Mandan, all appear- 
ing in costumes elaborately gotten up to represent 
the different characters contained in her familiar 
rhymes.

THE REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Nawy Journal: 


Pror. JAMES R. Souey, U.S. Navy, in his fourth 
lecture on the history of the United States Navy, 
delivered before the Lowell Institute, stated that 
“the first capture of the war was the taking of the 
ship Alert by Commodore Rogers.” 

In this statement he errs. To the revenue cutter 
Service, and not the Navy, belongs the honor of 
making the first prize in the war of 1812. It hap- 
pened as follows: 

The revenue cutter Jefferson, commanded by Capt. 
Ham, an old veteran, who had served in the Stute 
Navy of Virginia during the Revolutionary War 
and entered the revenue cutter service as 2d lieu- 
tenant Aug. 13, 1791, proceeded on a cruise the day 
after war was declared, June 18, 1812. On the morn- 
ing of June 25 he chased and captured the British 
schooner Patriot, from Gyadaloupe, with a cargo of 
— (268 hhds.) The prize was anchored off Nor- 
folk on the 26th, having been captured seven days 
after the declaration of war. 

The Professor 1s referred to Niles’s Register, Cog- 
geshall’s History of the American Privateers, and 
the Norfolk Ledger of June 26, 1812. 

Professor Soley probably never intended to de- 
tract from the laurels won by the reverue cutter 
Service, and should occasion demand a repetition of 
the interesting course of historical lectures will un- 
doubtedly render credit where it is due.

Kit Carson wasa remarkable man, possessing all 
the manly virtues. He was as good a type of his 
class of the period he lived in as was Daniel Boone 
of bis. Asan historic character his fame will grow 
brigiter. I first met Carson at Taos, in the spring of 
1854. 1 was standing with Major, afterwards Gen- 
eral, Blake, U.S.A., in front of his quarters at Canton- 
ment Bergwyn, when asmall-sized man approached, 
and I was astonished when my host introduced me 
to the celebrated mountaineer. He was almost as 
modest as a woman; was about five feet eight, stout, 
a little arn ye with a soft, sweet voice; with 
brown eyes, dark hair, and a face hardened by expo- 
sure. is appearance was just the opposite ofa 
‘*fire-eater,” as I had expected to find him. His

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. 


A statement has been made,in connection with 
the Judge Advocate Generalship, that the claims of 
Gen. Horatio C. King for “an appointment of some 
kind” have been pretty vigorously pressed. Asa 
matter of fact, Gen. King has not been an applicant 
for any civil office, nor has he been pressed for any, 
and in its estimate of Gen. King's ability the 
“United Service Magazine" says that while it favors 
a selection from the corps, it nevertheless regards 
him as a distinguished lawyer and gentleman, 
whose “appointment would be receive’ with marked 
favor cud —— by the people of New York 
State, of which he isa citizen, and the Army would 
gain forits chief law officer a jurist of recognized 
reputation.”’ Gen. King has the support of many 
prominent officers of the Army, including members 
of the Judge Advocate’s Corps, and amongst those 
who know him there is no question as Lo his ability 
to fulfil the requirements of the Judge Advocate 
Generalship, shouid he be appointed to it. 

The Secretary of War has declined to grant the a 

lication of Lieut.-Col. Charles A. Reynolds, Deputy 
Duartermaster General, for retirement under the 30 
year act. Lieut.-Col. Reynolds was recently ordered 


to duty at Vancouver Barracks, W. T., as Chief 


Paymaster, Dept. of Columbia. This order was not 
agreeable to him, and rather than leave his homein 
Baltimore he made the application above referred to. 
Secretary Endicott regards the 30 year retirement 
law as intended to be used only in case of emergency 
or necessity, and as Lieut.-Col. Reynolds is perfectly 
able to perform the duties assigned him he does not 
think it should be applied to his case. As far as the 
War Department is informed that officer will com 

ply with his orders. : 

Some surprise has been exhibited in naval circles 
at the selection by the President of a retired 
Admiral to represent the Navy at his state dinner 
last week, in the absence of Admiral Porter, to the 
exelusion of the Vice Admiral and the senior Rear 
Admiral upon the active list, both of whom were so 
distinguished during the war. The three senior active 
officers are all that remain of those who received the 
thanks of Congress by name for gallant and meritor- 
ious services during that struggle. There are at least 
two active Rear Admirals in addition who could 
have been readily reached, who would seem to be 
more representative of the Service than any retired 
officer, however meritorious.

FROM THE ASIATIC STATION, 


RBAR ADMIRAL JOHN LEE DAVIs reported to the Depart- 
ment from Woosung, China, Dec. 9, 1885, that affairs were 

uiet. The Monocacy reached her destination at Tientsin on 

ov. 17, having left Cheefoo the day previous. Commander 
Higginson informed the U.8. Mimster at Peking of his ar- 
rival and extended to him the hoapitalities of the ship. In 
acknowledging this courtesy Mr. euby gaye a cordial in- 
vitation to all the otlicers to visit the legation. 

The Ossipee sailed from Yokohoma for Shanghai on Nov. - 
22. On Dec. 1 Commander McGlensey telegraphed 
Yokosuka as foliows: “ point conn njestion valve to 
sleeve coming through side of the ship in dangerous condi- 
tion. Serious leak indicating cracked or loose thread, com- 
pelied to put back. Necessary to dock ship. Cau dock then 
await Orders,” to which the following reply was made: 
“Survey valve. If necessary dock ship and await orders.” 

On Nov. 27 the colors of the Trenton, Alert, and Palos were 
half-masted in memory of the late King Alfonso of ia. 
On Dec. 2, in response to an invitation of the Spanish 
ter, officers attended the memorial services at;the Church of 
St. Joseph, Shangiuai.

THE CASE OF CHIEF ENGINEER HUNT. 

THE United States Supreme Court on Monday affirmed the 
decision of the Court of Claims against Chief Geo. 
P. Hunt, of the Navy. Mr. Hunt on Oct. 25, 1868, was a ist 
assistant engineer in the United States Navy, and had 
in that grade two years. At that date there was no y 
in the grade of chief engineer to which he could be pee 
moted, and none occurred until July 4, 1880. On . il, 
1880, he was ordered to report for examination for promo- 
tion to the grade of chief engineer, and having been found 
qualified, on Dec. 29, 1880, was promoted to the grade of chief 
engineer and received the pay of that grade from July 4, 
1880. From Oct. 25, 1868, to July 4, 1880, he received the pay 
of a ist assistant engineer only. He had claimed that for 
the period between those two dates he was entitled to the 
pay of chief engineer, and brought this suit to recover for 
that period the difference between the pay of a Ist assistant 
engineer and of a chief engineer. 

Chief Justice Woods, in delivering the opinion of the court, 
held that if the appellant is entitled to any of the increased 
pay claimed, the time for which it should be computed is cut 
short by section 1 of the act of June 22, 1874, which provides 
that any officer of the Navy who may be promoted in course 
to fill a vacancy in the next higher grade shall be eatitled to 
the pay of the grade to which he is promot. from the date 
he takes rank thereia if it be subsequent to the vacancy he 
is appointed to fill. He held that this section clearly cuts off 


by implication any increase of pay until Funes: Tt ap- 
pears that under the misconsfruction of the law a practice 
srew up in the Navy Departmeyt by which promo officer 


were aliowed the pay of their new grade from the time they 
were eligible for examination, which was corrected by the 
Secretary of the Navy in 1877. We see no reason why a 


practice unwarranted either by law or the Regulations of 
the Navy. and which has been discontiaued for seven years, 
should be revived and given etfect in this case.

THE ARTILLERY SERVICE. 

Ws are glad to see that the friends of lieutenants 
of artillery in Congress have taken up their cause. 
A bill has been introduced into both Houses this 
week, which will be found in our Congress sum- 
mary, providing for twelve captaincies in each regi- 
ment in addition to those now authorized by law. 
It is further provided that these captains shall be 
assigned to duty, one to each battery, as junior cap- 
tains. 

This isa movement in the right direction. The 
gross sum which it will cost the Government per 
year cannot exceed $18,000, and the change will 
place the artillery upon a footing suited to the re- 
quirements of that service. The captaincies created 
correspond in the organization to ‘‘captain lieuten- 
ancies,” which formed a feature of artillery person- 
nel of former days. In England to-day the bat- 
teries of the Royal Regiment are commanded by 
majors, the captains being like those contemplated 


commander. The same is true in principle in sey- 
eral other European services, the Russian battery, 
with its eight guns, having two captains, and being 
commanded by a lieutenant colonel. The French 
batteries have two captains; so have the Avstrian 
and perhaps some others. 

The organization contemplated is, under modern 
conditions of warfare, more desirable now than ever 
before. A single battery is no small affair. The 
necessary wagons to accompany the guns make it 
oceupy as much space in line of march, and almost 
as much in line of battle, as a regiment of infantry. 
The battery is worth nothing if it cannot fire at the 
enemy, once it is in position. Its supply «f ammu- 
nition must be secured to it beyond peradventure. 
The battery commander must be relieved of anxi- 
ety on this point. The subordinate captain is the 
officer who will see to it that the ammunition is 
properly placed and served. He will command the 
ammunition wagons in action, The responsibility 
attached to this position is so great that it need not 
here be insisted upon. The rank of the officer 
who fills the position should be Somewhat commen- 
surate with itz responsibility. 

But aside from these considerations, which show 
that the public service will be benefited, we must 
say that lieutenants of artillery deserve consideration 
on other and personal grounds. Taking those who 
stand in the list ot twelve at the top of each regi- 
ment, we find their average regular service as offi- 
cers to be 20 years. Their average age when attaining 


captaincies, under present auspices, will be 
fifty years. ‘ihis is destruction to the effi- 
ciency of the artillery service. The reason 


for this strange condition of things is that there 
are 26 1st lieutenants in each regiment. It is the 
work of almost a lifetime to rise through such a list. 
Nevertheless, these officers are necessary with every 
properly equipped battery. None of them can be 
spared. The first twelve of these ist lieutenants 
are to be made captains by the provisions of the 
bill, and thus the position of this class of officers 
will be much bettered. 

When we consider that in the Army, under the 
regulations, quarters are chosen by rank, the posi- 
tions of the lieutenants are hard indeed. The law 
may give their juniors the rank, while the regula- 
tions may give juniors choice of quarters, and pre- 
cedence in other ways. Between these upper and 
nether millstones—law and regulations—1st lieuten- 
ants may be officially ground to powder. In the bill 
now brought forward it is proposed for the annual 
sum of $18,000 to give 60 of them relief; to invest 
them with the rank of captain, and thus improve 
the public service by bettering the artillery organiz- 
ation. 


THE WEST POINT GRADUATES OF 1886. 

THE Secretary of War has transmitted to the 
Senate a petition from the class of cadets which 
will be graduated from West Point in June, 1886, 
praying for legislation to secure to them appoint- 
ments in the Army. The petitioners set forth that 
under the operation of the act of April 29, 1812, 
which was in operation until 1878;the members of 
each graduating class were commissioned in the 
lowest grade, or by brevet of the lowest grade, in 
the various arms and corps of the Service, according 
to'their several aptitudes and the duties they had 
been judged by the Academic Board best qualified 
to perform; that commissions by* brevet of the 
lowest grade were given whenever it happened the 
number of graduates in any year exceeded the 
number of vacancies in the Army; that the present 
law, the act of June 11, 1878, requires the discharge 
of all graduates for whom no vacancies exist at the 
time of their graduation. They then go on to say 
that unless the law of 1878 be modified at this ses- 
sion of Congress, some of the present first class, 
which contains 78 members, and will probably ex- 
ceed by a small number the number of vacancies in 
the Army at the time of graduation in June, will be 
required to leave the Service. They revert to the 
letter on this subject, dated January 10, 1885, from 
the Secretary of War to the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, saying: ‘‘It is possible the provision of the 
act of June 11, 1878, requiring such discharge, was 
enacted under a misapprehension of facts and under 
the supposition that the number of graduates at the 
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Service,” and enclosing a statement showing the in- 
correctness of any such supposition. The petitioners 
conclude by hoping ‘‘by hard study and faithful 
attention tothe duties of their present grade, to 
merit and receive the recommendation of the Aca- 
demic Board for promotion to the rank of commis- 
sioned officers of the Army, and therefore pray that 
by appropriate legislation such relief as may be 
deemed just be granted to them, and to any other 
similarly situated class that may come after them.” 

Appended to this petition we find a statement 
prepared by ist Lieutenant W. A. Simpson, 2d Artil- 
lery, showing the number of vacancies occurring 
annually in the Army that are open to graduates of 
the Academy, compared with the number of such 
graduates. The yearly average of graduates from 
1872 to 1885, inclusive, has been nearly 49, and 
the number of casualties providing vacancies nearly 
61, thus showing that the average number of vacan- 
cies annually exceeds by about 12 the average num- 
ber of graduates, and that an unusually large class 
merely helps supply deficiencies of other years. 

It seems to us that the cadets make out a clear 
case for themselves and for the country. Why 
Oongress should go to the expense of educating 
young men for the Military Service, and then pass a 
hard-and fast law which will needlessly deprive the 
country of the services of some of them, is diffi- 
cult to imagine. We incline to think that the law 
of 1878 is one of the fruits of a misapplied spirit 
of economy prevailing at that time. It must be 
evident that since classes in the Military Academy 
vary in number from year to year, some years will 
show a surplus of vacancies in 2d lieutenants over 
graduates and others a surplus of graduates over 
vacancies. Legislation to allow one year’s defi- 
ciencies to be made up by another year’s surplus 
would seem too obviously wise to allow any question 
about the propriety of its prompt enactment. The 
old and judicious rule should be restored, and a re- 
ference to our Congress summary shows that there 
is a good prospect of a proper bill being enacted this 
winter. 


ARMY PAY. 

TE pay of a Major General of our Army in 1783 
was $2,617, with forage for seven horses. In 1795 
it was increased to $3,327, and in 1815 to $5,896, 
remaining within $110 of that figure until it was in- 
creased in 1865 to $7,005, and in 1875 to $7,500, at 
which figure it now remains. 

Commencing in 1783 at $2,000, the pay of a Bri- 
gadier-General was, in 1795, $2,316 and has been at 
the different periods of ten years since then $2,700, 
$3,954, $3,966, $4,002, $4,085, $3,990, $4,926, 
$5,500. 

The pay of an infantry colonel in 1788 was $1,116 
and that of the artillery $1,168, with forage for two 
horses; the cayalry had in 1788 $1,372.82 with 
forage for three horses. At the end of the Civil 
War colonels of cavalry, engineers, and ordnance 
had $2,783 ; the others $2,529. Now all colonels 
have $3,500. The infantry lieutenant-colonels had 
in 1788, $924, and the others, $1,116, with forage 
for two horses. Majors of infantry, $768; of cav- 
alry, $888, and artillery, $918, with forage for two 
horses. Now all lieutenant-colonels have $3,000, 
and majors, $2,500. 

Ooming to company officers we find that the pay 
of captains has increased to $2,000 for the mounted 
and $1,800 unmounted, from $604 for infantry in 
1788, and $724 for the others, with one horse for 
the engineers and ordnance and two for the cavalry 
and light artillery. The pay of 1st lieutenants, 
which is now $1,600 and $1,500 eommenced at $406 
for the infantry, $480 for the artillery, and $484 
for the others. The pay of 2d lieutenants in 1788 
was the same as that of 1st lieutenants; it is now 

$1,400 and $1,500. There was no retired list in 
1788 and it was not established until 1861. Prior to 
July 1, 1870, retired officers received the pay pro- 
per of the highest grade held by them and four 
rations perday. Since that date they receive 75 
per centum of the pay of their rank (salary and in- 
crease).

A NEW RIFLE POSITION. 


WE have received from a correspondent at Fort 
Douglas, Utah, photographs of a new position in 
rifle firing, which differs from all sitting and kneel- 
ing positions of the target manuals. It givesa firm 
rest fay the piece, directly upon the knee, and thus 
tends to eliminate the effect of unsteadiness of the 
arms from the result of firing. Our correspondent 
considers the position referred to as a good one for 
short range, and says that ‘‘for most men the new 
position becomes after some practice an easy and a 
natural one,” but that its most effective use depends 
upon the observance of the apparently minor de- 
tail, that, to resist recoil, the body should be braced 
in the sitting posture by the aid of the left arm, 
supported against the left leg below the knee. 

Sitting position No. 1 shows the rifleman sitting 
down, with the left leg drawn up, so that the piece 
rests on the knee just in front of the trigger guard. 
The left hand grasps the piece just in front of the 
rear sight, and the left fore-arm is pressed against 
the left leg below the knee. The butt of the piece 
rests against the right shoulder, the right hand 
grasping the small of the stock, the forefinger on 
the trigger, ready to fire. The head is slightly bent 
to the right and downward to catch the aim. The 
right leg in this position is extended at full length 
on the ground, and a little to the right. We think 
this position a practicable one, and worthy of con- 
sideration in future rifle practice. Itis steady, and 
one easily acquired. We are always in favor of the 
introduction to riflemen of any new practicable po- 
sition in rifle shooting whieh will tend to make him 
more familiar with his weapon and add to his effi- 
ciency. 

Sitting position No. 2 shows the piece pressed 
against the side of the right. knee, the right arm 
resting on the knee, both legs of the rifleman being 
drawn up. We do not think this a good position, 
being too cramped, and subjecting the shooter to 
more recoil than the other position, with no advan- 
tage in steadiness. 











THE indications are that the many private bills in- 
troduced this session, giving officers on the retired 
list of the Army increased rank and pay, will meet 
with little favor at the hands of the Military Com- 
mittee of the Senate, and, consequently, slim chances 
of becoming laws. At the meeting of that body this 
week a number of the members expressed them- 
selves very decidedly opposed to this line of legis- 
lation. The Chairman, Senator LOGAN, said he had 
always been opposed to it, but in several cases he 
had given way to the appeals of other members who 





were specially interested in certain cases. This 
year, however, he said, he had emphatically deter- 
mined not to give his sanction to any bill that pro- 
vided for the promotion of an officer on the retired 
list. He thought the practice a vicious one, and in 
order to show to what extent Congress has aided in 
increasing the appropriation for this purpose, he in- 
formed the committee that he would ask the Pay- 
master General of the Army to furnish a statement 


kind of relief referred to. The Paymaster General 
is having the statement compiled. 








A CORRESPONDENT of the Kanzas City Times 
thinks thirty years too longa time to serve to become 
eligible for retirement. He says: ‘‘ What generosity 
is there in enlisting a young, healthful man, running 
him for thirty years through all the hardships which 
a United States soldier has to endure, and if no 
friendly or unfriendly bullet strike his name from 
the roll, place him in his old age and senility for two 
or three months, or years, on a retired list; yet the 
disinterested many are loud in their lamentations 
of our bountiful Government. A simple barter of 
the spring and summer time of life that the winter 
may be cheered with the feeble rays of the candle 
which may be. purchased by the retirement pay. 
If the bill were framed so as to enable asoldier after 
twenty-one or even twenty-five years’ service to 
share its provisions, perhaps he would live long 
enough to bless the generosity that lightened the 
march to his last camping place; but as it is, it is 
very doubtful which would be the more generous to 
retire him after thirty years’ service or to have the 
unfortunate invalid shot.” 








Tun Second Comptroller in passing on a claim of 
the heirs of an officer who served in the Mexican 
War has decided that the word “children” in the 
Act of 1848 includes grandchildren, where a chiid of 
the soldier has died leaving children, no matter 
whether such death occurred before or after the 
soldier’s death, or before or after the passage of the 
Act of 1848, and that such grandchildren are en- 
titled to the share of the extra pay which their 
parent would have taken if living at the time of dis- 
tribution. 


In Memorandum No.1, of Jan. 5, General Gibbon 
publishes for general information the description of 
James Haggerty, late private, Co. E, 14th Inf., dis- 
honorably discharged at Vancouver Barracks, Dec. 
7, 1885, with a view to prevent his re-enlistment. 
Should all the Department Commanders adopt a 
similar plan good results might follow. :

PAYMASTER SMITH’S CASE. 


Mr. Justice Gray delivered the opinion of the 
Supreme Court in this case, Jan. 4, 1886: 


This was a petition, filed September 21, 1885, praying the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia to issue a writ 
Sa to the Secretary of the Navv, and to a Gen- 
eral Court-martial of naval officers convened by his order of 
June 25, 1885, to try the petitioner,a Pay Inspector in the 
Navy, and, by appointment of the President, confirmed by 
the Senate, of the date of June 27, 1882, “* Chief of the Bureau 
of Provisions and Clothing and Paymaster-General in the 
Department of the Navy, with the relative rank of Commo- 
dore,”” upon certain charges and specifications,a copy of 
which was made a part of the petition. 

The first of these charges was “ Scandalous conduct tend- 
ing to the destruction of good morals,” under which were 
fourteen specifications. The second charge was “ Culpable 
inefficiency in the performance of duty,” under which were 
four specifications. 

Whether the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia 
has power in any case to issue a writ of prohibition toa 
Court-martial is a question of great importance, not hereto- 
fore adjudged by this court; and we are not inclined, in the 
present case, either to assert or to deny the existence of the 

wer, because upon settled principles, assuming the power 

‘© exist, no case is shown for the exercise of it. . In deciding 
the case upon the facts before us, and expressing no opinion 
upon the broader question, because the determination of the 
case does not oa it, we take the same course that has 
been followed by eminent Enghsh ju in disposing of 
applications for writs of prohibition under similar circum- 


geen ee is to prevent a court of 

uliar, limited or inferi6r jurisdiction from assuming juris- 
iction of a matter beyond its legal cognizance. It can only 

be to restrain the exercise of judicial functions. 

When the suit complained of is brought by a private person, 

he may be joined as a defendant. But when it is a suit or 

——— on behalf of the Government, the writ of pro- 
bition can go to the court =. 

The Secretary of the Navy being an executive officer, and 
not a member of the Court-martial sought to be prohibited, 
it is quite clear that his acts concerning the petitioner cannot 
be the subject of a writ of prohibition. The reasons against 
issuing a writ of prohibition to the Court-martial require 
fuller statement. 

A writ of prohibition is never to be issued unless it clearly 
appears that the inferior court is about to exceed its juris- 
diction, It cannot be le to serve the purpose of avrit of 
error or iorari, to correct mistakes of that court in de- 
ciding any question of law or fact within its jurisdiction. 
These rules have beeu always adhered to by this court, in the 
exercise of the wer expressly conferred upon it by Con- 
gress to issue writs of prohibition to the District Courts sit- 
ting as courts of admiralty, as well as by the courts of Eng- 
land and of the several States, in tre exercise of their in- 
herent jurisdiction to issue writs of prohibition to Courts- 
martial. And this court, although the question of issuing-a 
writ of prohibition toa Court-martial has not come before 
it for direct adjudication, has repeatedly recognized that the 
acts of a Court-martial, within the scope of its jurisdiction 
and duty, cannot be controlled or reviewed in the civil 
courts, by writ of prohibition or otherwise. 

Of questions, not depending upon the construction of the 
statutes, but upon unwritten law or usage, within the juris- 
diction of Courts-martial, ew or naval officers, from 
their training and experience in the Service, are more com- 
petent judges than the courts of common law. This is no- 
where better stated than by Mr. Justice Perry in the Su- 
preme Court of Bombay, saying: * And the principle of the 
non-interference of the courts of law with the procedure of 
Courts-martial is clear and obvious. The groundwork of the 
jurisdiction, and the extent of the powers of Courts-martial, 
are to be found in the Mutiny Act and the Articles of War, 
and upon all questions arising upon these her Majesty’s 
judges are competent to decide; but the Mutiny Act and 
the Articles of War do not alone constitute the military 
code, for they are, for the most part, silent upon all that re- 
lates to the pxocedure of the military tribugals to be erected 
under them. Now this procedure is founded upon the 
usages and customs of war, upon the regulations issued b 
the Sovereign, and upon old practice in the army, as to all 
which points common law judges have no opportunity, 
either from their law books or from the course of their ex- 
perience, to inform themselves. It would, theretore, be most 
illogical, to say nothing of the impediments to military dis- 
cipline which would thereby be interposed, to apply to the 
procedure of Courts-martial those rules, which are applic- 
able to another and different course of practice.” Porret’s 
Case, Perry’s Oriental Cases, 414,419. Soin Martin v. Mott 
12 Wheat. 19, 35, Mr. Justice Story, delivering the opinion of 
this court, said that the law by which Courts-martial were 
bound to execute their duties and to regulate their mode of 
Pp ing, in the absence of positive enactments, was ** the 
usage of the military service, or what may not unfitly be 
called the customary military law.” The same view, as re- 

ing naval Courte-amartial, was asserted and acted upon 

y this court in Dynes v. Hoover, 26 How. 65, 82. 

It is argued for the petitioner that his office of Paymaster 
General and Chief of a Bureau in the Department of the 
Navy, under a distinct appointment by the President and 
confirmation by the Senate, is a separate office of a purely 
civil character ; that the duties of that office are not mili- 
tary. but civil only, relating to the business of the Navy De- 
partment, performed under the authority of the Secretary 
of the ony who is ery, a civil officer, and, in case of 
a vacancy in the office of Chief of Bureau, or of his absence, 
to be performed by a deputy or chief clerk, who is also ex- 
clusively a civil officer; and therefore that a violation of 
those duties can be prosecuted in the civil conrts only, and 
not by Court-martial. 

On the other hand, it is argued that the petitioner is an 
officer of the Navy ; that no one but an officer of the Navy of 
a certain rank can be appointed to the office of Chief of Bur- 
eau and Paymaster General; that the petitioner’s appoint- 
ment to that office gives him the relative rank of commodore 

Navy; that the duties of Paymaster General are 
naval duties performed bya naval officer; and therefore, 
that any violation of those duties is triable and punishable 
by naval Court-martial. 

f the Court-martial has jurisdiction of the principal charge 
and of some or all of the specifications under it, the addition 
of the second charge with its specifications affords no ground 
for issuing a writ of prohibition. The evidence taken before 
the Court-martial is not produced or relied on by the peti- 


tioner. The question presented by the record before us is 
whether the Court-martial should be prohibited from trying 
him on the c’ and s fications laid before it ; and the 


case comes within the rule stated by Chief Justice Shaw in 
Washburn v. Phillips, already cited, “Unless it appears upon 
the face of the that the court has no jurisdic- 
tion of any part of the subject matter of these charges, it is 
not a case for a prohibition.” 

The 32d of the Articles for the Government of the Navy, 
estab! the act of Apri! 23, 1800, ch. 33, 2 Stat. 49, in 
force at the time of that decision, has been retained in the 
existing Article 22, before cited, substituting only, at the 
beginning, the word “ offences” for “ crimes,” and, in de- 
scribing the mode of punishment, the words “as a Court- 
martial may direct,” instead of “ according to the laws and 
customs in such cases at sea.”” As the article in its new form 
still applies only to offences “ not specified in the foregoing 
articles,” the alteration was evidently intended to change 
only the rule of punishment, leaving within the jurisdiction 
of Courts- cases not so specitied, but recognized as 
military offences by the usages of the naval service. 

It does not, therefore, appear to us important to inquire 
whether, by the rules that govern military courts, the first 
charge should be considered as made under the concluding 
words of the first clause of Article 8, punishing “ profane 
swearing, falsehood, drunkenness. gambling, theft, or any 
other scandalous conduct tending to the destruction of good

_Under every system of military law for the government of 
either land or naval forcea, the jurisdiction of Courts-mar- 
ti.l extends to the trial and punishme1t of acts of mili 
or naval officers which tend to bring disgrace and reproac. 
upon the Service of which they are members, whether those 
acts are done in the performance of military duties, or ina 
civil position, or ina social relation, or in private business. 

_This being the first case of an application to a court of the 
United States for a writ of prohibition to a Court-martial, 
we have cited the authorities bearing upon the subject more 
— than might have been thought fit under other ciroum- 
stances. 

To order a writ of prohibition to issue in the present case 
would be to declare that an officer of the Navy, who, while 
serving by appointment of the President as chief of a bureau 
in the Navy Department, makes contracts or payments, in 
violation of law, in disregard of the interests of the Govern 
ment, and to promote the interests of contractors, cannot 
lawfully be tried by a Court-martial composed of naval offi- 
cers, and by them convicted of scandalous conduct, tendin; 
to the destruction of good morals, and to the dishonor o: 
the naval service. 

This we are not Dap ay to do, being clearly of opinion 
that such conduct of a naval officer is a case arising in the 
naval forces, and therefore punishable by Court-martial un- 
der the articles and regulations made or approved by Con- 
gress in the exercise of the posers, conferred upon it by 
the Constitution, to provide and maintain a Navy, and to 

e rules for the government and regulation of he land 
and naval forces, without indictment or trial by jury. 

Judgment affirmed. 








PENSIONING ENLISTED MEN OF THE NAVY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


AS THE law now stands a man may go to sea till gray and 
blind in the Service, and stand the taunts of younger men 
who often ask him why he don’t go to the asylum. The old 
man has perhaps tried to be admitted to the asy!um, but the 
ductors could find no physical disability to warrant them in 
sending him there. 

A class of young men during the past few years have en- 
tered the Service, and meanwhile a continuzl service certifi- 
cate has superseded the honorable discharge. When the 
continuous service certificate was first introduced a t 
many seamen of the old school, who held three or four hon- 
orable discharges, considered it useless for them to apply for 
a continuous service certificate, believing that their honora- 
ble discharges and previous years in the service would enti- 
tle them to shipment at any subsequent date. But the law 
has now changed, and a man holding three or four honora- 
ble discharges may on presenting himself for shipment be 
informed that the rendezvous is closed to all excepting those 
holding continuous service certificates. 

The writer of this letter, for example, served in the U.8. 
Navy for a period of over twenty years, served in the late 
rebellion, and was severely wounded. During his terms of 
enlistment he filled several important subordinate positions 
with ability, according to testimonials received from his 
superiors with whom he served,and during the whole of 
this time was never court-martialled or in any serious trou- 
ble. Yet, when after twenty years of honorable service he 

resented himself for shipment he was informed that there 

3 shipment only to those coming withia the requirements of 
the jaw, viz.: To ship within three months of your last dis- 
charge. But for the interest taken in him by a kind and 
humane officer he would have been forced to ship in the 
merchant service,and to have gone around Cape Horn— 
something that he was-unable to stand, as his years in the 
naval service added to his wound incapacitated him from 


Now, I bave only cited my Own case as anexample. How 
many hundreds of other cuses are parallel to thisone? And 
those same men are the ones that stood by their guns on 
board of ships and did their picket duty in boats at night 
during the wiater of 1561 and spring of 1862 around the 
mouth of the James River. These same men never once 
grumbled during that time, although their health has suf- 
fered ever since from the quantities of quinine und other 
medicines taken to fight off the effects of chills and fever. 
But now when they see that their day of usefulness is past, 
with no cheering prospect ahead and old uve creeping apace, 
no wonder that you should hear a growl from Jack at the 
injustice done to the arm of the Government in which he 
has served, in not legislating for itsold and wornout seamen 

The U.S. Government is giving to the enlisted men in their 
naval service the best pay and rations of any government 
in the world; and why not accord to their old and worn out 
seamen a pension in a ratio with their present pay? I think 
that 20 years of life on board of aship, with all its vicissi- 
tudes of heat and cold, wet and hunger, and cramped quar- 
ters, where a man has only got 14 inches of space allowed to 
sleep in, would be fully equal to 30 years in the Army (under 
ordinary circumstances). I hope that the foregoing lines, 
although humble, may meet the eye of some honorable 
member of Congress. 

If I wasa young man, seeing the pay and rations that are 
now given in comparison to what other governments give to 
their seamen, I would enter the Service for life; but how 
many are there that can appreciate this good pay, eto.? 
They are few. It is only the genuine Old Salt that can ap- 
preciate it. I often wink to any old messmate when I hear 
some youngster growling about the ‘provisions, and say: 
“Do you remember the time when we had only two hard 
tack and a half-pint of poor coffee for our breakfast, and no 
morning coffee when you turned out, and yet we could do 
our work and stand by our guns?” So I must say that there 
are a great many changes for the better taking place, and I 
cannot say that Jack is entirely friendless.

NAVY PAY CASES. 

BriEFs in the following Navy pay cases have recently 
been submitted in the U.S. Court of Claims, and will come 
up for argument shortly : 

Susanna E. Dunn, administratrix of the estate of George 
Dunn, late gunner. U. 8. N., claims longevity pay for her 
husband while serving as a musician in the Marine Corps, 
the main question being whether service in the Marine Corps 
is “service” in the regular or volunteer Army or Navy 
within the meaning of the act of March 3, 1888, giving naval 
officers credit for all services in the Army or Navy in com- 
uting pay. Whether the decedent’s services as a musiciag 
“service ” under an enlistment within the meaning of the 
act is also a question presented. 

Christopher P. Davidson, 1n honorably discharged sur- 
geon’s steward, claims the sum of $1,231.33 as pension at the 
rate of per month from May 15, 1879, to July 2, 1884, under 
section 4756, which provides that every person who from age 
or infirmity is disabled from sea service, but who has served 
as an enlisted person in the Navy or Marine Corps for 
years, shall be paid out of the Naval Pension Fund asum 
equal to one-half the pay of his rating at the time he was 
discharged. The question at issue is whether a surgeou’s 
stewart is an “ enlisted person.” 

James W. Baxter, a mate in the U.S. Navy, presents 4 
claim for commutation of rations for a certain periou, the 
question involved being whether a mate is a “ petty officer 
within the meaning of section 1579, R. S., which says: “No 
person not actually attached to and doing duty on board a 
seagojng vessel, except the petty officers, etc., . . . abe 
tached to receivine-ships shall be allowed a ration.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


CoMMANDER GEoRGE W. Haywarp, U.S. N., died 
January 17, at Alexandria, Egypt, on board the 
Quinnebaug, of which war vessel he had been in 
command since December 17 last. He was born in 
Ohio, Oct. 31, 1838, and was ajpointed to the Naval 
Academy from Wisconsin, Sept. 26, 1857. His first 
active service at sea was in 1861, when he was at- 
tached to the sloop-of-war Vandalia. He partici- 
pated in the battle of Port Royal, and was subse- 
quently detached and joined the South Atlantic 
blockading squadron. He was commissioned Lieu- 
tenant July 16, 1862, and in that capacity served du- 
ring the rebellion on the gunboats Sonoma and 
Mohican, and at the close of the war was ordered. to 
the practice ship Sabine. On Julf25, 1866, he was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant Commander 
and served in the North Pacific squadron, and was 
also attached to the Wabash, the flagship of the 
European squadron. In November, 1874, he was 
advanced to the grade of Commander and for a 
time was in command of the store ship Supply, and 
was subsequently transferred to the revenue cutter 
Wyoming. His last cruise expired in 1880, and his 
last shore duty was at Brooklyn, and he had only 
recently joined the Quinnebaug. He leaves a widow, 
and a son, Geo. N. Hayward, who is a cadet at. the 
Naval Academy. 

The funeral services took place Jan. 18, with Naval 
and Military honors. The body was conveyed to the 
burial place on shore by a guard of sailors and es- 
corted by sailors and marines from the different 
ships of war in the harbor and by troops and con- 
suls representing the leading nations. Great crowds 
of citizens were also in attendance, and the obse- 
quies were of a very solemn and impressive 
character. 

LIEUTENANT WILLIAM A. HADDEN, U. S. N., at- 
tached to the revenue ship Vermont at the New 
York Navy-yard, died Jan. 19, of congestion of the 
lungs. He was a native of Pennsylvania, entered 
the Naval Academy Sept. 28, 1865, and was gradu- 
ated m 1869. He was promoted Ensign in 1870, 
Master in 1872, and Lieutenant March 12, 1875. Lieu- 
tenant Hadden was an officer of varied experience 
and had a full share of sea service, and will be much 
regretted by his brother officers. 

Lieut. Hadden was one of the most widely known 
and greatest favorites in the entire Service. His 
record as an officer is irreproachable, and many a 
messmate will remember the ever joyful cheering 
word he had for his companious. He wasa true 
gentleman and a loyal friend. Lieut. Hadden joined 
the Thirteen Club, of New York, during the latter 
part of 1885, and had taken one dinner ‘with the 
members. He leaves a mother, three brothers, and 
one married sister to mourn his loss. He was also a 
very prominent Mason. The funeral services took 
place on Wednesday on board the Vermont, and 
were conducted by Chaplain Hibben. At their close 
the coffin, containing the body, accompanied by a 
marine guard, was carried to Jersey ity, from where 
it was taken to Uniontown. Lieut. Burns S. Walling 
and Paymaster John A. Mudd accompanied the 
body toits destination. 

GENERAL WILLIAM HOWARD Irwin, who died at 
Louisville, Ky., Jan. 17, after a lingering illnéss, was 
appointed (from Pennsylvania) a captain of the 11th 
U.S. Infantry, Feb. 16, 1847, and was disbanded in 
1848. He received the brevet of Major for gallantry 
at Contreras and Churubusco, and was also distin- 
guished and wounded in the battle of El Molino. He 
served with distinction through the late war as Col- 
onel of the 49th Pennsylvania Volunteers, and re- 
ceived the brevet of Brigadier-General for gallantry 
at Antietam, where he commanded a brigade of 
Smith’s Division aud led it into action under the per- 
sonal notice of Major-General Hancock. 

CAPTAIN MALCOLM McARTHOUR, U. S. A., retired, 
died Jan. 12, at his residence in Limington, Me., of 
which State he was a native. He entered the Mili- 
tary Academy in 1861, was graduated June 23, 1865, 
and promoted the same day 2d Lieutenant and 1st 
Lieutenant of the 17th Infantry. The greater por- 
tion of his service after that was on the frontier and 
he was regarded as a gallant and efficient officer. 
On September 18, 1867, he was promoted Captain. 
He was placed on the retired list November 26, 1884, 
on account of disability incurred in the line of duty. 
He leaves numerous relatives and friends to mourn 
his loss. 

Mrs. A. M. GREENE, who died at Middletown, R. | 
January 17, aged 102 years, 2 months and 9 days, was 
the widow of Nathaniel Greene, son of Major Gen. 
Nathaniel Greene, of Revolutionary fame. The de- 

ceased lady had but two children, both sons, one of 
whom, Prof. George W. Greene, a noted Rhode 
Island historian and an intimate friend of the poet 
Longfellow, died in 1883. The other, Dr. Nathaniel 
Greene, was at her bedside when she died. 








Mrs. C. E. A. CALDWELL, who died in New York 
City, Jan. 19, was the wife of William M. Caldwell, 
who entered the Navy in 1835, and resigned, being 
then Lieutenant, in 1850. She was also a daughter 
of the distinguished General Nathan Towson, who 
entered the U. S. Army in 1812, and died in 1854. The 
funeral services took place on Thursday, after which 
the remains were taken to Washington for interment. 

BERNARD HARLEY, a Navy-yard employee, who 
died last week in Brooklyn, served in the North 
Blockading Squadron during the war, was one of 
the thirteen seamen who volunteered from the fleet 
commanded by Captain Melancthon Smith to ac- 
company Lieutenant Cushing in the small steam 
launch which with a torpedo blew up the rebel ram 
Albemarle on the night of October 27, 1864. 


Many will learn with sorrow of the sudden death 
at Riverdale, N. Y., Jan. 17, of Helen Fargo Squiers, 
wife of Lieutenant H. G. Squiers, 7th U.S. Cavalry, 
who is on college duty at Riverdale. The deceased 
lady was in the 28th year of her age and had a large 
circle of friends. The funeral services took place on 
Wednesday, interment being made at Woodlawn 
Cemetery. 


Dr. Wiit114mM F. Cornick, who died recently at 
Powhatan County, Va., was appointed an Assistant 
Surgeon U.S. Army, October 31, 1860, and resigned 
October 9, 1865. 


Tue Hon. Hamilton E. Perkins, father of Captain 
G. H. Perkins and Lieutenant H. Perkins, U.S. N., 
died at Concord, N. H., January 6. 





CHAPLAIN BLAKE’S CASE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


In your issue of Jan. 2, you ask, ** What did Chap- 
lain Blake gain for himself to compensate for the 
injury done to the Service by the decision that bears 
his name?”’ 

In reply I have the honor to state that I never 
went to the Civil Courts with my case. It was taken 
there in 1875-6, against my protest, and there was re- 
tained by those whom I could not control, as all my 
friends here well know. 

I was born in the Army,I might say. My hon- 
ored ancestor, Maj.-Gen. John Blake, was under the 
drill of Baron von Steuben, while an officer of the 
Revolution, and I was by him trained after the 
straitest tactics of Steuben. 

It was always my opinion that all matters pertain- 
ing to the Army should be settled wholly in_the 
Army. And I beg to assure all in the Army and all 
others, that Iam not responsible for the litigation 
in my case, which ended so wofully for me and 
other innocent officers. 

But [ cannot recall the past, while I suffer unend- 
ing regrets from the acts of those who strove in good 
faith to help me. 

In asking for a Court of Inquiry, I was told: ‘You 
are out of the Service and can have no Court of In- 
.quiry.”’ I was too ill to consult for my own welfare, 
and the ill-consequences ensued. If 1 deserve blame, 
visit it upon me; if not, “let justice be done though 
the heavens fall.’’

THE second battalion drill of the 12th Regiment 
which took place on Friday evening, Jan. 15, and 
was participated in by Cos. B, E, F, I, and K, though 
not by any means perfect, it was nevertheless a vast 
improvement on the previous drill which took place 
on Tuesday of the same week. B had the rig t, F 
the left. ‘he equalization was six commands with 
twelve files, with fifteen files to spare for guard, 
Lt. McCauley commanding the extra (5) company. 
Col. Jones was in command. He commence with 
column of four:. which was alternately put into 
column of companies by the flank and re-formed un- 
til line was re-cstablished y a: right ioto line. The 
movements were fair, but F (Capt. Murphy), which 
was on the left flank and therefore not required to 
wait for any one else in supporting arms, was be- 
hind in this movement. Without delay the buttal- 
ion then broke into column of fours from the right 
and formed into close column of divisions on the 
right in good style, with, perhaps, too much distance 
in the 2d division, re-formed into fours, marched 
around the ball, and then wheeled into line pre- 
vious to the firings, which might be called excel- 
lent, had it not been for the many individual de- 
fects in the stepping off, etc., the result of superfi- 
cial company instruction. Close column on 3d divi- 
sion — in front, deployment on ist division, col- 
umn of fours, the same ployment left in front, de- 

loyment on 3d division column of fours, on left 
nto line, all well performed, wound up the work of 
the Colonel, and Lieut.-Col. Dowd took charge. As 
at the previous drill he began with right of com- 
panies rear into column = to find that this bat- 
talion had profited by the blunder of the previous 
one, and the performance resulted in prompt form- 
ations. With fronts of twelve files company com- 
manders must be sharp in this movement if they 
want to retain control of their organization. After 
wheeling into line the companies were marched by 
the flank of subdivisions. and wheeled again into line, 
which was all well done, but the two centre captains 
dressed to the wrong flank. This caused the in- 
structor to repeat the movement, and it was then 
that 3d Co. dressed to the wrong flank. The instruc- 
tor called attention to the fact, but his correction, 
instead of having the desired result only caused an- 
other, and worse, for the commanders of the 
4th and 5th Cos., both Lieutenants, and there- 
fore somewhat excusable, who had dressed correctly, 
thought that it was they who had made the mistake 
and promptly proceeded to undo their good work 
by dressing to the wrong flank. Having been put 
right the drill proceeded rapidly with close column 
movements vn the march and corresponding deploy- 
ments which were repeated in various shapes and 
combinations with satisfactory results, and then 
the drill was dismissed. 
_ The work, considering that the season has only 
just begun, was commendable, and on account of the 
rapid action of both instructors, a large number of 
movements were gone through. The Lieut.-Colonel, 
doubtless appreciating the difficulty of handlin 
men in a space so limited, was apparently surpris 
at the promptness with which orders were repeated 
and executed, and at therapid formations. Of course 
precision of distances and absolute alignments were 
not always preserved, but the drill showed the fact 
that these officers asarule read up tactics diligently, 
aud the older ones especially showed that the Lensens 
of the Colonel, whose principal ey lies in 
eae of his drill methods, were well remem- 
_ In our criticism ef the —- wing of this regiment 
in last week’s JOURNAL, the Captain of Co. D was 
censured for repeating all the commands of the 
Colonel.

The organizations marched well through deep snow and 
piercing winds. Single rank formation and the formation of 
platoons before reaching the reviewing stand. The Ist Regt. 
was equipped in the U. 5. Army dress throughout, black hel- 
mets and overcoats. This regiment is a compact, well dis- 
ciplined body, well officered, from Gen. Moore to the last 
under commission. There has been a great change in the 
command since the riot. The present commander has seven 
large companies for every occasion, and there is no question 
as to the improvement in all that makes a good regiment 
during the last year. The l4th Regiment did not come up to 
appearance in camps and on other occasions. Much of this 
was due to the variety of uniforms. Strange as it may seem 
the greater portion of the regiment wore the summer helmet; 
more than that a summer helmet with a spike not described 
or allowed in our dress regulations; one company wore the 
black helmet, one the forage cap. This variety gave the lith 
the appearunce of several commands or small battalions in- 
stead of one ten company regiment. Another company (B, 
of 16th Sandusky), came out in the obsolete, padded coat, 
“ spike tail,” gold trimmings on gray cloth instead of the 
U. 8. Army fatigue as ordered in the State Military Code. It 
is plain to most anybody there is something lacking in the 
commanders of these regiments that they do not really com- 
mand these captains, or they would not present such foneer- 
ances as noticed here. These commands kept good align- 
ments and were quite steady throughout. Captain Louis 
Smithnight’s Ist Battery, from Cleveland, is one of the best 
artillery companies in the militia serv'ce, and on this trip 
they added to their reputation. There is a steadiness and quite 
business like way in all that is done that makes one believe 
this battery must not be far short of the condition found in 
the light batteries of the Army. The battery was well 
mounted, uniforms perfect, full dress U. 8. Army. The 
“Grays,” from Cleveland, dressed in the obsolete “bearskin,”’ 
like the New York “Old Guard,” presented the usual top 
heavy a rance belonging to bodies wearing such a head- 
dress. ey kept well closed 1anks and good alignments. 
The pioneers armed with the “ancient battle-axe,” 
another squad of pioneers reminding one of the old-time 
militia, was noticed, leading the 14th Regiment. Much regret 
is expressed that the “Grays” remain outside of the State 
Service, that they prefer “independence” rather than an ac- 
tive place in the militia. Another company from Cleveland 
was present equal to the Graysin every particular Cpengeing 
their fine uniform. This was Capt. Davis’s Co. A, 5th Regt. 
The company was large and presented a neat and soldierly 
appearance in their plain U. 8. Army fatigue. The company 
must be placed among the best in the Service in these parti- 
culars, viz.: good marching, perfect aligffments, and dis- 
tances. The organizations all deserve all possible praise for 
enduring such weather and presenting such numbers at this 
parade. The intention on the part of all officers and enlisted 
men is toward improvement always. Some organizations 
7 have been omitted from the list named here. This is a 
cult matter to avoid, on account of their turning out as 
separate companies, not parts of battalions or ee ha

ILLINOIS. 


THE question of establishing a military post and supply 
depot at Chicago is receiving considerable attention just 
now, and may become an accomplished fact. Gen. Schofield 
is undoub y anxious to establish au artillery school some- 
where in this division, and if the merchants of Chicago ex- 
hibit sufficient interest in the matter it will be at this city. 
If this project could be combined with the proposed perma- 
nent camp and rifie range for the State troops it might be 
well for both the regulars and the militia. I am unable to 
learn that any steps have been taken by the State authori- 
ties as yet looking towards the selection of a site for the 
camp and range. It is to be hoped, however, they will take 
some action before long, as a large amount of work will 
have to be done before the range could be ready for use. If 
we cannot get the camp near Chicago, it is essential to the 
efficiency of the militia in Chicago that some provision should 
be made for a first-class range which could be easily and 
quickly reached from this city. As Gen. Schofield is ready 
to co-operate with the State authorities in fitting up such a 
range, with the idea of having all the division contests here, 
it is to be hoped that this golden opportunity will not be 
allowed to unimproved. 

Some radical changes have been made in the rifle practice 
of the lst Infantry, Companies will -hereafter have their 
practice on their drill nights, thus necessitating only 
one night a week at the armory instead of two, as has been 
the custom heretofore. All members of the regiment 
making 30 out of 50 will receive an “ Armory Marksman’s 
Badge,” while those who make two scores of 45 or more dur- 
ing the season will receive an “ Armory Sharpshooter’s 
Badge ”’ in lieu of the ** Marksman’s Badge.”’ These decora- 
tions will be worn on the collar of the blouse. The regi- 
ment have hitherto used a 22 calibre rifle for armory prac- 
tice, but Capt. Lockwood hopes soon to have this changed, 
and all shooting don with the 45 Springfield. 

Company C, Capt. H. T. Miles, gave an exhibition drill on 
Tuesday evening last on the occasion of the installatiop 
services of U.S. Grant Post No. 26,G. A. R. The hall was 
so crowded that sufficient space was uct allowed for the 
movements. The only criticism the writer would make on 
the drill is a very common error of om‘ssion in the regiment, 
viz.: going through the loadings and firiogs without examin- 
ing the pieces. he extractor of the Springfield is a good 
one, and liability to accident is small, yet it might nappen. 
and no rifles should be snap at an audience until they 
have been carefully examined by the officers of the com- 


mand. 
The first two battalion drills of the Ist Infantry have ex- 
hibited many weak points, and it is to be hoped that both 
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officers and non-commissioned officers will study up the 
Tactics before the next battalion dril]. There was no excuse 
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for many of the errors which were made. I wish to call 
attention of the file closers to the fact that they do not main- 
tain their proper Cistances when in column of fours, and do 
not keep the alignment when in line. When the officers 
and ist sergeants fall back to the line of file closers at the 
command fire by battalion they should stand at attention 
and dress on the file closers. There is no excuse for offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers walking all over the 
hall during this portion of the drill. Some of the Ist ser- 
geants have a bad habit of carrying their roll books in 
pa on drill. This looks badly and should be discon- 
tinu

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


Adam Badeau’s Cuban Romance, ‘ Conspiracy,”’ 
published by R. Worthington, 28 Lafayette place, is a very 
interesting story, which shows the familiarity with life in 
Washington and in Havana which was to be expected from 
an officer who went from the service of President Grant at 
the White House to serve as Consul-General in Cuba after a 
previous diplomatic experience in England. In it fact and 
fiction are so intermingled that it is not always easy to say to 
what extent it is a record of actual experience, and how far 
the license of the novelist has been taken advantage of. Its 
evident purpose is not so much to beguile the reader as to 
avenge the author, and it opens fittingly with a “* prelude,” 
in which a story of uncompromising vengeance is told. The 
author best describes his work in the statement which ap- 
pears near theend: “ Ernest gave to the world a fictitious 
narrative, describing many of the recognized traits of public 
characters, and setting forth many circumstances which had 
actually occurred; but adding to the portraits features 
drawn from his own imagination, aud to the story incidents 
which, it was manifest, were unreal; but the whale calcu- 
lated to draw attention to the condition of Cuba, to its rela- 
tions with the United States, and especially to the course of 
the State Department in deliberately and persistently ignor- 
ing corruption, and simultaneously negotiating an improper 
treaty with Spain. This narrative found many readers, and 
made many anxious to know more. The result was a com- 
plete disclosure of the conduct of the Department, a merited 
and absolute disapproval and rebuke of its action as un- 
worthy of the Government andthe nation, and a general 
feeling of relief on the 4th of March that the country was 
well rid of inefficiency, indolence, the rule of subordinates, 
and the protection of those who were worse than incapable.” 
Considering that the author was a part of the Administration 
he condemns, this statement is open toa sinister construc- 
tion not altogether to his advantage. Among its characters 
is the auther himself, who appears as Ernest. Vice-Presi- 
dent and President Arthur, and a brilliant woman, who ap- 

ears in that double relation which La Bruyére describes in 
his “Characters,” where he says: “Some women in their 
lifetime have a double engagement to keep, which it is as 
difficult to violate as to conceal; in the one nothing is want- 
ing but a legal consecration, and in the other nothing but the 

eart.”” The husband in Gen. Badeau’s novel is the Presi- 
dent ; the party of the other part the son of his Secretary of 
State. Those familiar with Washington will recognize the 
relation this presentation of character bears to recent gossip 
at the Capital, which, so far as we could ever discover, had 
no better foundation than such gossip usually has. Perhaps 
Gen. Badeau’s attempt to make it the instrument of his re- 
venge will do no harm; to taose familiar with it he will con- 
vey no information, and others will pot understand his 
proverbs. Aside from the exaggeration in his unflattering 
picture of those who have crossed his purpose, we are in- 
clined to think that his description of the weakness of the 
State Department in dealing with the Spanish authorities is 
in the main correct. 

We have two pamphlets which are not intended 
certainly as companion volumes, but which it is well to con- 
sider together. One published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons is 
Lincoln and Stanton, a study of the War Administration of 
1861 and i862, with special consideration of some recent state- 
ments of Gen. George B. McClellan, by Wm. D. Kelley, M. 
J. The other, published by D. Appleton and Co., is Mc- 
Clellan’s Last Services to the Republic, together with a tri- 
bute to his memory by Geo. Ticknor Curtis. They present 
the opposite and conflicting views which the historian must 
reconcile between General McClellan and Secretary Stanton. 
A key to it is found in the fact that we find General McClel- 
lan on the 7th of July, 1862, writing this to the President, 
who, ten weeks later, on the 22d of September, 1862, issued 
his proclamation of emancipation : 

Neither confiscation of property, political executions of 
ersons, territorial organizations of States, nor forcible abo- 
ition of slavery should be contemplated for a moment, and

REVENUE MARINE, 

A joint meeting of the Chamber of Commerce and Produce 
Exchange of Wilmington, N. C., was held Jan. 17, for the 
purpose of expressing appreciation of the services rendered 
tos nipping and to the port of Wilmington during the recent 
storm by the Colfax, Capt. L. N. Stodder. Resolutions were 
drawn up and adopted, and eopies sent to Capt. Stodder and 
the Secretary of the Treasury. The Colfax rendered valua- 
ble assistance to several vessels, besides recovering the light- 
ship, which had drifted from her moorings. The value of 
property saved by the Colfaz is estimated at $100,000. 

The Gallatin assisted eleven vessels in distress off the coast 
of Massachusetts during the same time, saving property 
valued at about £92,000. 

The Secretary has issued instructions to Capt. Lay, com- 
manding the Ewing, which is frozen in the ice at_Baltimore, 
to transfer her officers, crew, and supplies to the Manhattan, 
and proceed to the assistance of several vessels reported tast 
in the ice at Kidge’s Straits, Tangier Sound, on the eastern 
shore of Maryland. The Manhattan is an iron propeller, 
well adapted to navigating through the ice. 

Capt. Hooper, commanding the Rush, reports his arrival at 
Port Townsend Jan. 7, four days from San Francisco en 
route to Alaskan waters in search of the crew of the whaler 
Amethyst. The voyage from San Francisco gave a satisfac- 
tory test of the seagoing qualities of the Rush. Capt. 
Hooper is reported as saying that he has confidence in the 
ability of the Rush to accomplish the voyage safely, but that 
in order that false hopes may not be entertained, he desires 
to exprees serious doubts as to whether any benefit to the 
Amethyst’s people will result from the cruise. From the 
point where that vessel was last seen to San Francisco is 
about 3,000 miles, and there is nothing to indicate at what 
part of that distance the vessel may have been wrecked, if 
wrecked at all; and but a small portion of Behring’s Sea is 
now navigable. 

A despatch from Port Townsend, W. T., Jan. 18, announces 
that the Walcott has captured 3.000 lbs. of opium. 

Capt. G. W. Merrill of the schooner George Nevinger, which 
was wrecked off Provincetown during the storm of the weck 
ending Jan. 10, according to a despatch from Boston, Jan. 15, 
makes charges against the Albert Gallatin. Capt. Merrill 
says that Sunday morning, Jan. 10, 2 heavy gale was blowing. 
the seas sweeping over his schooner so that the crew were 
obliged to take to the rigging ; that for four hours they flew 
a distress signal, and, although they could see the Gallatin 
during all that time within a mile and a half of them, no no- 
tice was taken of their situation. The crew finally got a line 
trom the masthead to the shore and were rescued by peo- 
ple on the coast. This, however, is only one side of the story, 
and, asthe Gallatin aided eleven vessels in that storm, pro- 
bably not the right one.

THE STEEL PROBLEM. 


ly an article on the steel problem in the Engineer 
a writer, “L,’’ undertakes to pa ee why a mate: ial 
so ductile and strong as steel splits and breaks. The 
conclusion is that steel is subject to the special char 
acteristic of all homogeneous bodies submitted to 
stress that if they once begin to give way the pro- 
cess will be continuous until it is complete, provided 
the stress be kept up. 

In glass we find the analogue of steel. It is homo- 
geneous, possessed of great elasticity and consider- 
able strength. It will stand a stress of about 1.25 
tons per square inch. In differs from steel more in 
degree than in es else. From this cause all 
the bad qualities of steel are magnified and intensi- 
fied in glass. It supplies. therefore, ready to our 
hands an admirable meaus of illustrating the truth 
of the propositions set forth above. We have only 
to start a minute crack in glass to cause its complete 
rupture, provided the material is stressed. It may 
be said here that the force required to fracture glass 
in which a crack has been started by a diamond is 
out of all proportion small compared to that which 
steel will sustain. The answer is that the strain will 
depend onthe cohesive strength of the maternal. 
Steel is about thirty times as strong as glass; hence 
at least thirty times as much force will be required 
to develop a minute crack ipto a fracture. It may 


needed in the case of steel, and yet the main argu- 
ment will not be affected. It is necessary here to 
point out that the magnit»de of the initial crack is 
of no consequence in the case of glass. The crack 
made by a glazier’s diamond is so shallow that its 
depth can only be expressed in thousandths of an 
inch.” " 

‘What may be termed a fatal crack in a steel 
boiler plate must be strictly analogous to a crack 
made by a diamond in glass. : 

“ That cracks once started will extend in steel has 
been demonstrated over and over again. Armor- 
plates afford a good illustration. After one has been 
struck bya heavy shot, the cracks started by the im- 
pact of the projectile will continue to extend; the 

late making a peculiar siuging noise the while. 
The special developipg powers of cracks in homo- 
geneous mixtures are well known, and provided for 
in daily practice. Thus, a small hole is punched by 
the corner of a shutter ina plate glass window; there 
are minute radiating cracks visible. Leave the pane 
to itself, and the crack wi)l extend un+er the influ- 
ence of the vibration due to street traffic. The pru- 
dent owner sends for the glazier, who passes a dia- 
mond ina circle round the hole outside the longest 
of the radiating cracks. The damage will not ex- 
tend beyond this circle, and the worst that can hap- 
penis that the circumscribed piece will drop out, 
when the hole can be stopped by a new piece 
cemented in. When acrack starts ina fire-box a hole 
is drilled at each end and arivet putin. The crack 
will stop at the holes. 

“It is very doubtful if any advance has been made 
towards eliminating the uncertain character of 
steel. For more than twenty years it has been be- 
fore the world as a material used for shipbuilding 
and boiler plates, and twenty years ago it manifested 
the same admirable qualities it does to-day. It also 
manifested qualities not admirable; Messrs. Harland 
and Woolf’s experience with the Istria, for ex- 
ample. There is, therefore, n0 reason whatever to 
imagine that any progress can be made in the means 
of its production which will render it quite exempt 
from such failures as those recorded by Mr. Magin- 
nis and ‘Snap.’ Neither is it very easy to see how 
the boilermakers vr the shipbuilders can do much 
more than they do now. Every precaution should 
be taken to prevent the formation of incipient 
eracks—which will be quite visible in most cases— 
and to get rid of them if formed. Thus the edges of 
boiler plates should always be planed and smoothed. 
To merely run over them once and tear off a coarse 
shaying may do as much harmas good. All rivet 
holes should be drilled, or at least rimered out to a 
smooth surface. The boring out of flanged rings 
would probably be productive of great good. The 
utmost caution should be used in caulking to use 
tools in such a condition that they cannot start 
cracks.”’ 








FOREIGN ITEMS. 


Tuer Falke torpedo boat, recently completed for 
Austria, is 145 feet long, weighs 88 tons, and has been 
driven at 224 knotsan hour.

Her sister 
ships, the Anson, Howe, and Camperdown, will be 
equipped with the same number of guns, but the 
heaviest weapons in their armament will be 63-ton 
guns. The Benbow will also carry a strong equip- 
ment of Gardner and Nordenfeldt machine-guns, 6- 
pounder — firing guns, and Whitehead tor- 
pedoes. She is plated with armor 18 inches in thick- 
ness. 

Tue French Minister of War, Gen. Campenon, has 
ordered 100 magazine rifles to be issued to each light 
infantry battalion as anexperimental measure. 
They are of the modified Gras pattern, and contain 
in a cylinder eight cartridges, which are moved into 
the barrel, as required by meansof a spring. Itis 
also stated that some of the French Chasseur bat- 
talions are to be transformed into Alpine cacciatori, 
after the Italian model. 

THE Medway Steam Reserve authorities have re- 
ceived instructions to prepare the Ernest, Arthur, 
and Albert gun vessels, recently built for the British 
Government by Messrs. Thornycroft and Co., for for- 
eign service. These vessels were ordered to be built 
immediately after the fall of Khartoum for service 
on the Nile, but owing to the abandonment vf the 
expedition were not despatched. It is stated that 
the vessels are to be commissioned for service in 


Egypt. 
Two fast composite gun vessels of a new type, the 





672 tons. Their engines will be exceptionally power- 
ful, it being intended to fit them with machinery of 
1,000 horse-power—the same as the machinery of the 
Pylades and Satellite class of corvettes, more than 
twice their size. The Wasp and Rattler are to be 
armed with six 5-in, steel breechloading guns, anda 
strong equipment of Gardner and NordenfeJdt ma- 
chine guns and spar torpedoes. 

TuHE Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, was founded as 
an asylum for aged and disabled soldiers in Ireland 
by the Earl of Granard (Marshal-General of the 
army in Ireland) in 1675. It was built by Wren, and 
now forms one of the chief objects of interest to the 
visitor in Dublin. The grounds are beautifully laid 
out, and the chapel and halls containing military 
trophies are greatly admired. The quarters of the 
— of the Forces in Ireland are stationed 

ere. 

THE Prussian military administration has pur- 
chased the Danish felt tent for hospital purposes, 
which reseived a prize at the Amsterdam Exhibi- 
tion. The tent, which has been erected in tbe court- 
yard of the military hospital at Tempelbot (Berlin), 
is stated to have been found efficient for the sick 
even during the recent cold autumn weather. Be- 
sides the felt tent, two other canvas tents—a single 
canvas tent and a tent with double roof—have been 
erected for purposes of observation and comparison. 

AN addition to the active list of the British Navy 
has been made by the completion for sea at Sheer- 
ness of the new unarmored composite corvette Py- 
lades, which was launched in November, 1884. The! 
Pylades, although of smaller dimensions, is built | 





unarmored fleet of the Royal Navy. She has a dis- 
placement of 1,420 tons, and is fitted with machinery 
of 1,000 horse power. The armament of the Pylades 
is more powerful than that of her sister ships, and 
consists of 14 5-in. steel breech - loading ns, 
mounted on the Vavasseur carriages. Ten of the 
guns are carried at the broadside, two at the head, 
and two at the stern, so as to give the vessel an all- 
round fire. The Pylades is also equipped with Gard- 
ner and Nordenfeldt machine guns, and the electri- 
cal machinery for discharging the spar torpedoes. 
The total cost of building and equipping the vessel is 
about $375,000. 

THE British Admiralty, acting on the recommen- 
dation of Rear Admiral Hopkins, Director ot Naval 
Ordnance, has decided to supply the Navy this year 
with 3,000 Spencer-Lee magazine rifles, by way of 
trying thisarm. The Enfield Committee selected 
the Spencer-Lee and Owen Jones magazine rifles as 
the two best submitted to the Government, the com- 
mittee adding, in its report, that, provided certain 
minor improvements could be made in the Spencer- 
Lee rifle, this arm would be the superior of the two. 
These improvements were duly carried out, and the 
committee then recommended that an equal num- 
ber of both rifles should be issued to the Navy and 
the Army for further trial. The Admiralty, how- 
ever, decided to only try the best of the two rifles 
recommended by the Enfield Committee.
